He fs
credited with the no less valuable
work of training a whole generation
e¢f Nebraska yonth dn the gospel of
modern sclentific farming, and :alsing
up hundreds of men to earry on his
work,

The doc-
trine of turning the other cheek may
work for indlvidvals, in a civilized so-
clety, but the belnvior of nations vo-
ward each other is still so barbarous
that no country pledged to tame sub-
mission eould preserve its indepen-
